BdrSTORIOAL SICETCH. 

Nearly a century has rolled by 
since -Methodism ventured into 
Southern Illinois, or as it was then 
^known, the Indiana Territory a Ori- 
( ginally part of 'the great Northwest 
. Territory defined and created by or¬ 
dinance of 1787 of the •Continental 
Congress, and containing what are 
now Ohio, Indiana, Illinois, Michi- 
I gan and Wisconsin, then set off with 
1 Indiana as the Indiana Territory. 
'.Illinois did not gain a separate terrl- 
jtorial government until 1809 . Three 
• years previous to that event name- 
, ly in I 80 .^j. a mision of the Methodist 
1 church was established near Ed- 
wardsville, by the Rev. Mr. Young^ 
Thirteen years later, in 1 S 19 , a Sab¬ 
bath school was -begun In Upper Al¬ 
ton and now claims the distinction 
of being the oldest continuous Sab¬ 
bath school in Illinois. A Methodist 
station was eslablished in Lower 
Alton in 1829 and appointments were 
made from 1833 . In a few years 
another society was organized, in 
Mliiddletown or “Mliddieton," as ‘t 
was then written. 

- The early meetings of the station 
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in Lower Alton were held in a build¬ 
ing called Lyceum Hall on Market 
street. Afterward, a frame buil.i- 
ing which stood on the corner of 
Third and Alby streets, the present 
site of the Unitarian parsonage was 
purchased from the Baptist society, 
then about to move to a new church 
edifice. This structure was bought 
for 58 , 000.00 by Mr. Wm. G. Pinckard 
and Mr. Hogan, whose intention was 
to present i-t to the society. But the 
financial dep-ression beginning 1837 , 
seriously hampered these gentlemen 
so that they were unbale to pay for 
the property, and at Mr. Hogan's 
suggestion, trustees were elected, 
money was raised in the east to the 
amount of $ 750 . 00 , but both money 
,and building were finally lost in 
about 1841 . 

•No attempit to secure a church 
home' was made until a year later, 
when a public meeting of the socie¬ 
ty was called and steps were taken 
to obtain a place of worship. The 
committee appointed having selected 
a lot on the corner of Fourth and 
'Beall streets (now known as Belle 
street), were very much surprised 
when the owner, Mr^ J. T. Hudson, 
presented them with a lot without 
cosh Thus encouraged they soic- 
ceeded In building a brick church, 
and afterwards a parsonage on the 
lot adjoining on the east. The church 
then stood on the northeast corner 
of Fourth and Belle streets. 

When on Wednesday evening, April 
lotli, 1857 , a fire destroyed the plan¬ 
ing mill owned by Messrs. Beall, 
Parks, Morrison, and McDowell, the 
whole block was involved including 
the Methodist church and parsonage. 

Again deprived of a church home, 
they set to work once more and in 
1858 erected the structure recentl}’ 
destroyed on Sixth and Market 
streets, and where now stands the 
present beautiful edifice just com¬ 
pleted In 1905 . 

For some time. In the early days, 
all three stations. Upper, Middle, 
and Lower Alton were served by one 
pastor. A union was proposed be¬ 
tween Middle and Lower Alton sta¬ 
tions in 1841 but was rejected by the 
Middletown society. Their church 
building was located .near the north¬ 
east corner of Common and Franic- 
lin streets, just where the car track

18 years. 


The beginning of the M-ethodist 
Mission among the Germans of Al¬ 
ton and vicinity dates back to the 
fall of I845f when Rev. Louis Kunz, 
of Highland, Ill., visited this place. 

The first meeting for Germans 
was held in the First English 
M. E. 'Church, after which the so¬ 
ciety was organized. In 1852 Rev. 
Jacob Miller, whose son now lives 
In Edwardsville, Ill., put forth ev¬ 
ery effort to secure a home for the 
liitle flock. The following year the 
First German Methodist Church was 
dedica'ted. A little church had 
been erected near Third and Walnut 
street, at a cost of about $800. 

This building is still standing, 
but has long since been converted 
into a dwelling. 

Soon the little church was too 
small and 'larger iquarters were 
looked for. 

The Middletown M. E. Church on 
Union street, was for sale, and Rev. 
J. Miller, who was then again pastor 
of the German church, arranged for 
^he transfer of that church to his 
co-ngregation in September or Oc¬ 
tober, 1862. On Easter morning, 
April 11 , 1880, the Union street 
church was destroyed by fire and 


the flock again was homeless and 
depressed, but not discouraged. 

Rev. J. H. Hilmes, the energetic 
pastor of the church, and a faithful 
committee at once set to work to 
bu-ild a new church on the lots pre- 
viausly aecuired, at the corner of 
Seventh and Henry streets. The 
new church was dedicated Novem¬ 
ber 14, 1880. 

The past twenty^rive j^ears we 
have been permitted to worship in 
this house. The property has a 
probable value of $15,000. 

Sunday School. 

The Sunday school was organ¬ 
ized January 8, 1854, and has since 
been a great source of blessing. 
Carl Skaer, the genial superinten¬ 
dent and a corps of efficient 
teachers, are keeping the school up 
to date. 

Ladies’ Aid Society. 

For over twenty-five years the 
•ladles of the church have been or¬ 
ganized for faithful service to the 
church and the Master. They have 
/indeed proven ithemseLves an Aid 
Society to the church. 

Epworth League. 

(Since 1891 the Epworth League 
has been a help to the church, es¬ 
pecially to the younger members. 
The educational and social features 
are a 'benefit to all, and of course 
(the religious portion of the work 
also.

Methodism of Upper Alton is so 
closely related to early Methodism 
of the Wiestern Conference, and of 
the state, that our people are justly 
proud of the distinction. 

This feeling is intensified, when 
we know that in our first church 
building Rev. Pet-er Cartwright often 
preached and held quarterly confer¬ 
ences, and that on the same spot a 
session of the Illinois conference was 
held in 1838 with Bishop Joshua 
Soule in the chair. 

The first Methodist class was or¬ 
ganized in Upper Alton in 1817. 

This is the record of members.

The frist services for the society 
were held in the small house of 
Ehenezer Hodges, which stood near 
where the First Baptist church now 
is.

Washington M. B. Church had its 
beginning in a mission Sunday 
school worked up by Mrs. Ed. Levis 
and organi^d by Dev. G. W. Wag¬ 
goner and Mr. H. H. Hayes, August 
2, 1891. 

The Sunday school rented ani held 
its services in a little one-story, 
three-room brick dwelling, situ¬ 
ated on the northeast corner of 
Bozza and Washington streets. 

Within a short time the quariers 
were too small, and Mrs. Ed. L'^vis, 
with her zeal and faith equal to’the 
occasion, set to work to raise funds 
for a new building. The Illinois 
Glass Company donated the lot, 
where the chapel now stands. Mr. 
Ed. Levis, Jr., gave the rock and 
hauling, and with the aid of many 
others the building was completed 
in the fall of 1894. 

, In November, 1896, Rev. J. W, Able 
took charge of the mission as pay- 
-toT on the piomise that Mrs. La.^’is 
would board him and that he shomd 
have the free-will offerings as his 
salary. That year he held -a revival 
meeting resulting in over fifty con¬ 
versions, after which he organized 
an independent society, calling It 
the Washington Street M. E. Church. 

The following have served as pas¬ 
tors: Rev. J. W. Able, four years, 
and Rev. J. T. Carson six months. 
Rev. C. Harmon succeeded him, and 
during his pastorate »the remaining 
debt was paid and the church was 
dedicated September 25, 1901, by 


three months, followed by Rev. 
Harmon, who served another six 
months and was succeeded by Rev. 

C. L. Peterson June 13 , 1902, under 
wthose administra'Iion the new 
church on Washington street was 
erected. 

The lot of 100 feet frontage, valued 
at $2,500, was donated by Mr. Ed. 
Levis. The building cost $8,000. It 
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was dedicated July 30, 1905, by Dr. 
J. T. Harmon. 

The churdi has a m'embership of 
77 and a Sunday school enrollment 
of 150. Rev. 'Charles W. Koehler is 
t.he p-astor.
